PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


The President, Mr. J, H. Kane, in the 
course of his address, said that the remedies 
for the defects in the educational system ‘n 
the Free State were obvious to all. except 
those who wished to seem blind, and who 
strove to keep up the pretence, for one 
reason or another, that the country had the 
best of all possible systems. 

The remedies were :—The appointment of a 
commission of inquiry into the present scheme 
of secondary education, and the formation of 
an educational council which would act in.a 
consultative capacity and assist the Depart- 
ment in fixing and stabilising teaching and 
examination standards. 

No interests, personal or otherwise, should 
be allowed to delay further the very im- 
portant work. When it came to be under- 
taken many interests would need to be repre- 
sented, and it was hoped that they all would 
lend themselves unreservedly to the task of 
planning rationally for the real educational 
needs of the future youth of the State. 

There had been, he continued, no great 

change in the educational world during the 
past year. The administrative policy of the 
Department remained unaltered, as if every- 
thing within its sphere were running 
smoothly, and producing those results which 
tne nation and the individual most required. 
No measures had yet been taken to provide 
for the difficulty of falling averages in 
primary schools—a problem which, to some 
extent at least, had been caused by new 
orientations in economic policy, and had 
had, and was having, serious results on 
primary education, the ultimate effects of 
which were difficult to estimate fully. In the 
days when outsiders ruled, such a state of 
things would have constituted a first class 
grievance, but to-day, with a native Govern- 
ment in power, except for a desultory spate 
of more or less pious aspirations and an 
election promise, nothing was: being 
dune to temper the barsh application 
ot a rule which deprived men and 
women of honourable occupation of 
vital importance, not to mention the lowering 
of the standard of education which must ot 
necessity follow a reduction in the staffing of 
schools. Even already, so long as the matter 
had been allowed to go unremedied, many of 
those entering upon a secondary education 
were of lower standard of attainments thau 
even that obtaining up to now. 
Mr. Kane deplored the situation which 
made it possible that a teacher who over- 
stayed his vacation by even one day might, in 
thirty years’ time have to atone to the tune 
of from £4 to £5 per year in his pension, 
Such a rule was little short of the refinement 
oí cruelty. He reminded the Department of 
Kducation, and the Minister responsible for 
it, that this was a Christian country, and

THE REAL TEST 


Dealing with the system of secondary edu- 
cution, Mr. Kane said that 1t was usciess to 
point to the successes obtained by the best 
pupils of either one school or twenty schools 
as proof of the excellence of the system. The 
real test of any educational system was what 
it enabled a school or college to do for the 
average boy or girl, and judged by that test 
the system showed some serious defects. 
There was pretty general egreement that the 
l: termediate course, exterding over a period 
of four years, was too long for a leaks ex. 
amination ‘test. Here the average pupil was 
badly catered for, ana there was absolute dis- 
cvuragement for th: sub-average pupil. It 
vas common knowledge that little serious 
work was done during the ‘first year of the 
leaving certificate course, with the result that 
the final year was one of such intensive pre- 
paration that only the most brilliant pupils 
came through successfully. 

For the vast majority of punils in secondary 
schools the education desired was that which 
had been described as the ‘‘bread and butter’’ 
type. Some people talked of secondary 
schools as centres of learning and culture; 
learning, in the narrow sense, yes: there was 
not much time for the culture. Much could 
be done to change that state of things by 
curtailing the length of programmes of study, 
shortening the various stages of the six-year 
course, altering the uumber and abolishing 
the competitive nature of the examinations, 
aud having the effect of making the whole 
course more continuously gradual. 

This would leave a bigger margin for 
nodern European languages and art, which 
were at present sadly neglected, a wider 
knowledge of which might heln as an anti- 
‘ote to much of the culture that came to us 
via the English Press or the Hollywood film, 
Much more was being done twenty-five years 
ago than now 'for the teaching and practice 
of art. and eveh the tests in the subject were 
of a hopelessly stereotyped nature. On the

FOREIGN LANGUAGES 


Proposing a vote of thanks to the Presi- 
dent, Mr. T. O'Donoghue said there was a 
great necessity in our educational system for 
the teaching of at least one foreign language, 
be it French, German, Italian, or even 
Spanish. It was very difficult to get a real 
cultural value from either English or Irish, 
owing to the peculiar political circumstances 
in this country. The man who had a good 
knowledge of English felt that he should 
apologise to the Irish nation for it, and 
there were a number of people interested in 
Irish on the principle of the Western 
brothers—‘‘ Don’t let the side down, chaps. 
In the present circumstances they were not 
being fair to either language. If they 
studied a European language they could do 
it from an absolutely detached viewpoint 
and derive a cultural value from it. 

Mr. T. P. Waller,- seconding, suggested 
that it was wrong that in a democratic 
country parents did not get an opportunity of 
letting the Ministry of Education know what 
they thought about the educational scheme. 
He expressed the opinion that the Leaving 
Certificate was one of the most abused terms 
they had in their educational scheme, be- 
cause the bread and butter value of the 
training involved in securing it was not being 
recognised employers, who regarded the 
matriculated student as a much. superior 
person intellectually.

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SCIENCE TRAINING 
PROFESSOR HACKETT’S 
SUGGESTIONS 


The deficiency in science training in 
secondary education in the Free State was 
examined by Professor F. E. Hackett, M.A., 
D.8c., Ph.D., in a be on ''Science and 
the Progress of the Nation.” He said that 
in the Shannon scheme, sugar factories, alcohol 
factories, oil refinery, and this year, trans- 
atlantic aviation, we were enjoying the fruits 
of discoveries made elsewhere, and, although 
our young men eager! sought the training 
and experience to enable them to take con- 
trolling parts in these undertakings, the 
educational system did not produce any 
corresponding scientific enthusiasm. Science 
in the schools got about half to two-thirds 
of the attention in the South that it got in 
the North. Going further afield, a Swise 
boy taking classics got between the ages of 
twelve and eighteen years as much science 
as the average Irish boy taking a full science 
course. A Swiss boy taking Latin would 
have fifty per cent, more science than an 
Irish boy, and, in addition, would have 
taken courses in four languages, as compared 
with the usual triad—Irish, English and 
Latin of the Free State schools. In the 
Free State about sixty per cent. of the 
secondary students entered for science in the 
junior examination, and fifty per cent. in 
the senior, while in Northern Ireland the 
correspondin reentages were eighty-tive 
and one hun BE a 


The causes of the deficiency were :—First, | 


and foremost, a bookish attitude to all school 
activities outside of sport and games, which 
engendered an indifference, and sooner or 
later a hostility to all forms of practical, or 
laboratory, work in the schools—an attitude 
associated with a vague, indefinite body of 
opinion skilful enough to avoid an open clash 
with science; and, secondly—and possibly 
a more important cause—the disorganisation 
produced in the educational system by the 
delay in the transfer of pupils from the 
primary to the secondary schools. 


THE TIME LAG 


Instead of transferring at the age of twelve, 
as in Great Britain. the transfer in Ireland 
was delayed to 13 years, and even 14. 
Northern Ireland, though no better in that 
respect, managed to: give more attention to 
science. Thus the Irisk student at the outset 
had a handicap of a year and-a-half, or two 
years, compared with his English or Scotch 
compecr. They were trying to work an edu- 
cational machine from the ages of 14 to 16 
designed: to function from 12 to 18. Conse- 
quently, even secondary education was not 
complete, and the first years in the University 
were spent ineffictently doing work which 
should have been done in the secondary 
school. : 
Entrance to the National and Dublin Uni- 
versities for male students during 1928-34 
ranged around the figures—3 per cent, under 
17, 18 per cent. between 17 and 18, 32 per 
cent. between 18 and 19 and 47 ner cent. 
over 19; while in the females the figrres for 
the same classes were 3 per cent,, 17 per cent., 
28 per cent. and 52 per cent. These figures 
confirmed the general impression of the time. 
lag in Irish education. Our educational struc- 
ture was built upon an age-phantasy. It was 
that the Free State had adopted the educa 
tional technique of a large country, instead 
of that of a small country, 
Whatever might be the solution of the 
time-lag in transfer to the secondary school, 
science had got to deal with the bookish 
attitude, or—to give it a more impressive 
description—the over-intellectualised atmos- 
phere of the schools. It was not only an in- 
siiious foe to science, but was a canker in 
Irish education. Ali efforts to introduce 
reality into primary schovls had collapsed, 
and the situation must be regarded as 
definitely worse than forty years ago. The 
1emedy was plain—the cultivation of other 
aptitudes by the training of observation by 
the study of nature, and so introducing a 
sense of fact into school life. Soundings 
with educational statistics were evidence that 
in secondary, and perhaps in. primary. educa- 
tion, they were in shoal-weter. eaching 
pupils to think about words, instead of facts, 
was a canker in Irish education.

DEFECTS 
Proposing a vote of thanks to Professor 
Hackett, Mr. J. J. Murphy agreed that there 
was a okish attitude im regard to scientific 
subjects m Irish education. It was due to 
the fact that education in this country was 


dominated by religious bodies; that the 
attitude of humanism which was developed 


by a study of the classics was bound to yoru Á 
i 


in, to the detriment of factual subjects, suc 
as science. It seemed to him that the time- 
lag in Irish education was an imsuperable 
obstacle. 

It was true that pupils were being taught 
words rather than facts. He did not think 
the curriculum was at fault. The examination 
pepers set were very much at fault, there 
ing no practical application in the papers 
whatever. The result of rt was that students 
at the end of their academic course were as 
full of wind as a tinker’s hat. 

Mr. J. J. O’Brien, seconding, said that 
after working the present education system 
for 13 years, it was obvious that the time 
for stocktaking was overdue. The system 
was purely. mechanised, as far as the Depart- 
ment was concerned, and measures should be 
taken to set up another Dáil Commission .to 
examine the hale working of the secondary 


scheme.

HOW TO PROMOTE IT

The Rev. Brother Daglan, M.A., read a 
paper in Irish, the title of which was “ Tir 
Teanga agus Oideachas’’ (The Nation,: 
Language and Education), in which he dealt 
upon the importance and the necessity of 

ucation in man. He said that to elevate 
the mind and the soul of man to God, the 
Creator, was the real purpose of true educa- 
tion. The authorities in other countries see 
to it that the children are carefully brought 
up. Here in Ireland the Government has 
done much to forward the use of our native 
language as the ordinary means of communica- 
tion on all affairs of life. The old watchword, 
“ Eire gaolac, Eire saor, was not to be 
neglected. | 

He reminded his hearers of the Conference 
of the Irish National Teachers in 1895, when 
Father Peter O’Leary and other speakers 
appealed to the then Government to formulate 
a system of education for children. in the 
primary schools and in the preparatory 
colleges. That had been done, and the system 
was now in its proper place in every school. 

The National Teachers, he said, are not at 
resent unanimous as to the method of reviv- 
ing the Irish language, Some of them are 
satisfied that Irish is a subject that ought 
to be taught in the schools, while others are 
of the opinion that in order to give the 
language its proper place all other subjects 
should be taught through Irish, The latter 
practice was, in his opinion, that which ought 
to prevail, and he believed it would succeed 
as time went on. The secondary teachers also 
had their problems in regard to examinations 
in the language. The secondary teachers were 
the sowers of the seed, and it was the prepara- 
tory colleges that reaped the harvest. Those 
teachers in the preparatory colleges highly 
appreciated the style in which the teachers 
did their work. It was to be regretted that 


about 70 per cent. of the pupils did not pursue 
the study of the language after they passed 
their examination.

real earnest for its revival. It was not right 
to depend -solely and entirely upon the 
teachers for the revival and spread of the 
language, because the children in the schools 
were under their care for only one-fifth of 
the day. If the people were united and 
worked together, say, for ten years, the 
Irish language would, doubtless, be the or- 
dinary language in every way. 

When it was saved as an ordinary means 
of talk then would come jits written aspect. 
Much would depend on the attitude of the 

rents, who would instil the right spirit 
into the children by speaking the language 
at home and elsewhere among themseives. 

It would help the movement if the school- 
leaving age were raised to fifteen and the 
writing of Irish were commonly practised ; 
Irish alone to be spoken at games and pas- 
times, and if they encouraged the study of 
Irish history. The greater part of the re- 
vival work ought not to be left to the De- 
partment of Education; each State Depart- 
ment ought to help in this national task; 
place names ought to be in Irish, and it 
would be ef great help if some Irish were 
used in public notices and if they had some 
Gaelic newspavers anc magazines which 
would deal with games, debates, music and 
the Irish warriors of long ago. 


IRISH ON THE RADIO 


The complaint that examination questions 
set to children were unsatisfactory was made 
by Mr, F. Kennedy, who proposed a vote of 
thanks. He added that much too little time 
was devoted to Irish on the radio. 

Seconding, Mr. D. Murphy (Cork) said 
there should be a nation-wide campaign to 
restore the Irish language. The radio should 
be used to educate housewives and others, 
so that they would help and encourage the 
young. The radio sponsored yes he 
suggested, should be Gaelicised, and the 
schools could do more for the language if 
the leaving age were raised to sixteen years 
and if English were not taught to pupils 
under eleven years.

BISHOP’S WELCOME 


CHIEF FUNCTION OF 
EDUCATION 


The Most Rev. Dr Kinane, Bishop of 
Waterford, who welcomed the delegates, 
spoke in high terms of the work being done 
by the secondaiy teachers, stressed the need 
for upholding the principles of true Christian 
education, aud paid a tribute to Waterford’s 
educational facilities, 

There was, he said, — with Christian 
education, an all too prevalent notion that 
the chief function of education, especially of 
secondary educaticn, was to provide young 
people with a krowledge and equipment in 
general necessary to fit them for some 
remunerative position in life. That, indeed, 
was a function of education, but it was by 
no means its most important function. Even 
from the standpoint of intellectual develop- 
ment in the sphere of secular knowledge, 
some educationists had held that the main 
worth of a school should be to teach not so 
much how to get on in life as how to spend 
leisure periods, True education was, however, 
not merely the acquiring of knowledge, 
nor the training, however perfect, of the in- 
tellect alone; it was something nobler, higher, 
and more comprehensive. It wa» the develop- 
ment of the whole man. Education should 
embrace both secular and religious truths. 
Religious. and moral education should not be 
merely an adjunct to instruction in secular 
subjects, but rather a centre around which 
these subjects were grouped. If that spirit 
did not permeate education little good could 
be expected from learning, and much harm 
would often be its consequence. 


THE CHRISTIAN IDEAL

FROM “ HARES’ HEATH ” 
TO REICH SPORT FIELD 
A old, although Germany has been called 

the ‘‘Fathertand of Gyinnastics ” ever 
since “ Father” Ludwig Jahn opened the first 


opei-air gymnasium and atiiletic ground in the 
world on the MHasenheide, or ‘“ Hares’ 


-“ 


" Heath,” in Berlin in the year 1811. Gymnas- 


tic sport has always remained the bulwark of 
the sport movement in Germany, so that gym- 
nasiums and athletic fields mark the first 
stage in the growth and development oí 
German sport centres. 

Until 1912 Germany possessed no stadium, 
and it was only because Germany had been 
chosen as the country where the Olympic 
Games of 1916 should be held that plans were 
made to erect a sports arena i 
Berlin. It was largely due to the 
energetic efforts of Geietal of Cavalry von 
Podbielski that the German capital acquired 
its first national stadium, situated on the 
beautiful grounds of the Grunewald Race- 
course. It had a seating capacity of 55,000, 
and was laid out with a 600-metre track. 
When the war broke out in 1914 Germany 
had a total of 2,850,000 active gymnasts and 
field athietes about equally divided. There 
was then available one square metre of 
athletic field per capita, but only one real 
stadium. 


AFTER THE WAR 


After the war a wave of interest in 
athletic sport set in, which has now grown 
to gigantic proportions. ‘‘ Sport is a 
physician by the sick bed of the German 
nation.” These words, spoken by a burgo- 
master, marked the beginning of a new era 
in athletic snort—i.e., the establishment of 
municipal athletic fields and playgrounds. 

A few years before, in 1913, the Reich Com- 
mittee for Physical Culture (now the Reich 
Physical Culture League) had sent Dr. Car! 
Diem to the United States on a tour of inspec- 
tion, and the report he tendered led to a pro- 
gramme being drawn up for the further 
development of athletic progress, which con- 
tained the following specifications: 

Three square metres of athletic field to 
every inhabitant. 

No field without its running track. 

No stadium without its swimming pool. 

No gymnasium without shower baths. 

No athletic field without its trees and grass. 

Two of Dr. Diem’s mottoes are especially 
worthy of notice. First, he says: “ If with a 
single athletic grounds you can succeed in 
making twenty sick beds vacant, you have 
saved the State an amount with which it can 
give 16.000 people the chance to enjoy some 
hours of outdoor sport each week.” Then, 
secondly: ** Athletic grounds and swimming 
pools should be paid for, as in America, by

those who stay away from them! 


NO HALTING 
There is no halting the sport movement in 
Germany to-day. It is growing to immense 
proportions. Before the war there was but 
one stadium; in 1925 there were 30; in 1931 
there were 125 large athletic fields, and to- 
day their number is 862. The beginnings were 
modest enough. A Lit of meadow land 
served as the athletic field, and a simple 
wooden shed as the dressingroom. Then the 
officials in. charge of the fields took a hand, 
and with the nucleus of a running track, and 
space laid oct for the broad jump, high jump, 
hammer throw and shot put, plans were 
accepted for the building of a grand stand. 
To this was soon added a swimming pool, and 
a playground with wading pool for small 
children. In every case these snort grounds 
were laid out in parks. Sun baths, tennis 
courts and fields for every conceivable kind

ALL CLASSES 

The sport movement as it grows bigger, 
is embracing more and more classes of the 
population. It is looked upon as belonging 
to all of the nation, ever since’ Herr Hitler 
took over the reins of government. The 
State encourages snort as never beiore, so 
that Germany has become a nation of sport- 
Jovers. In school, university, facto: ,"—every- 
one takes part in sport, both scholar and 
teacher, student and professor, workman and 
director. Pefore the war there was 1 square 
meter of athletic field to very athlete; 
in 1936, there were 4. sguare 
meters. The number of gymnasa and 
athletes has increased from less than three 
million in 1913 to nearly nine million in 
1936. This number is composed of all classes 
of the people, and all are under the direc- 
tion of Reich Sport Leader von Tschammer 
und Osten. The end of this great sport 
movement is not in sight, and it received an 
additional stimulus from the fine showing 
made by German athletes in the Olympic 
Games of last summer. 

At the wish of Herr Hitler, an athletic 
and sports grounds was laid out and com- 
pleted on the site of the o'd Deutsches 
Stadion in Grunewald. It is known as the 
“Reich Sport iieid,” and the likes of it 
cannot be found anywhere in the world. it 
rovides for every kind of athletic sport, and 
fulfils the wildest dreams of the ambitious 
young sportsman. This enormous centre was 
constructed from plans made by the archt- 
tect, Werner March, son of the builder of 
the old Grunewald Stadium. In addition to 
the world-renowned ‘‘Olympic Stadium,” wit! 
its seating capacity of 120,000, there is 
a swimming stadium, with separate poo!s tor 
swimming races and diving contests. Near

its main entrance is the hockey stadium, am 
architeciurai gem of great beauty, with its 
rows of spectators’ seats built of bluish- 
green dolomite, and surrounding the green 
lawn of the hockey field. Just outside of the 
athletic grounds, in the midst of a Leautiful 
woodiand, and at the foot of a_ green 
mountain-slope, stands the Open Air Theatre, 
known as the Dietrich Eckart Theatre, with 
three galleries of seats, accommodating a 
total of 20,000 persons. Attached to the 
Reich Sport Field is the Keich Academy of 
Physical Culture, whose home, together with 
the executive offices of the field, is im the 
“ House of German Sport.” Further features 
of this unique centre of German athietac 


sport are six football fields, twelve sets of 


tennis courts, a riding ring, an _ artificial 
skating rink, a polo field, and a campus 
where 400,000 people may be assembled. 


STATISTICS 

The official statistics of German athletic 
and sport fields and other appurtenances, taken 
as at October 1, 1935, are as follow: 862 
larve stadiums, 41.290 athletic fields, 184,918 
cymnasiums, 5,154. summer bathing resorts, 
3,029 tennis grounds, 2,326 boathouses, 271 
rowing basins, 240 swimming pools, and 
To- 
day there is searcely a town in Germany 
without its athletic grounds. Cities of over 
£0,000 have their stadium.” The larger cities 
vie with one another as to which has the 
most attractive sports grounds and parks. 
Beside the cities, the coHeges and universities 
have their own athletic grounds and build- 
ings. The large industrial and business con- 
cerns are not behind, for they are building 
such grounds for their own people, while 
the National. Socialist Organisation, “ Kraft 
durch Freude,”’ have built a bathing beach 
for 20.000 persons on the island of Ruegen. 
Crowning all is the Reich Sport Field, which 
is entirely in the hands of the State, There 
remains now only one plan to carry out— 
namely, that there must be a swimming pool 
for every 20,000 of the population. This 1s 
only a question of expense, and the problem 
will soon be solved of giving every young 

German the chance.

The Boat Race

Education in lreland 


The layman may be pardoned if he 
emerges from a study of the speeches de- 
livered at professional congresses without 
any very clear ideas; When the congress 
is one of school teachers his confusion is 
even worse confounded than usual: There 
are so many school teachers; they teach so 
many diverse subjects; they possess so 
many points of view, so many rival theories 
of education. Every teacher to his own 
trade. One insists that the study of 
science is being subordinated to that of the 
classics ; another believes that classics take 
up an undue amount of time, to the detri- 
ment of wood-working, domestic economy 
and other “ useful ’’ subjects; a third is 
furious because French and German are 
neglected, while a fourth cannot see why 
anything should matter so long as Irish 
accounts for half the school day. Amid 
this welter it is not surprising that the lay- 
man is often unable to discern the wood 
for the trees. He cannot be expected to take 
the same interest in every separate subject 
that its own particular teacher takes. If 
he is of an inquiring cast of mind he wants 
to know one thing, and one thing only: 
Is, our Irish educational system good or 
bad? If he is sufficiently interested to 
read the newspaper reports of yesterday’s 
proceedings of the Irish Secondary 
Teachers’ Association, and to link them 
mentally with his recollection of.the pro- 
ceedings of last year’s conference and of 
the proceedings in former years, he will 
be forced to the view that it is bad. Other. 
wise, he will argue, the teachers would 
not complain so much, Few of them have 
a good word to say of the examination 
system; most of them agree that certain 
subjects, such as foreign languages, are 
“going to the dogs ”’ ; all of them believe 
that the school’s programme is sadly over- 
crowded.

Commissions from the Ranks 


Mr. Duff Cooper, the Secretary of War, 
intends to increase the number of vacancies 
at the Royal Military College, Sandhurst, 
for keen young men who have joined the 
Army im the ranks, but who wish to 
qualify for commissions.

According to the account received here,

The British force, supported by artillery 
and aircraft, engaged the tribesmen during 
the day, and returned to Damdil Camp in 
the evening.

For some months past there has been 
unrest in Waziristan, and British rein- 
forcements have been sent to the Frontier. 
The British forces have been repeatedly 
in conflict with the tribesmen in the past 
few weeks, 


CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE 


The unrest is largely ascribed to reli- | 


gious fanaticism, in which a prominent 
part has been taken by the Fakir of Ipi, 
who came out as the ‘‘ Champion of 
Islam.”’ 

One object of the expedition has been to 
patrol the wild valleys and -rugged hills 
which make up the region, with a view to 
‘* showing the flag.” Reinforcements have 
been sent as a precaution against out- 
breaks of tribal unrest. 

British troops stationed in the Waziris- 
tan district are one infantry battalion, 
one light battery of Royal Artillery and 
one light tank company. Easly this month 
it was reported’ from Rawalpindi that more 
troops were being sent up to the Frontier, 
including the 2nd Battalion the Argyl! and 
Sutherland Highlanders from Rawalpindi 
and the 3rd Infantry Brigade from Jhelum, 
besides a number of batteries, signal corps 
and field ambulances. 


SHOWING THE FLAG 


Troops in Waziristan are stationed in 
three brigade groups at Bannu, Razmak 
and Wana. The Razmak column normally 
goes out once a month for about a week 
at a time to show the flag in wild dis- 
tricts, except in winter, when cold and 
snow restrict movement. 

In December, with the object of pacify- 
ing one of the wilder districts of Waziris- 
tan, a force of about 35,000 troops was sent 
through the Khaisora Valley, which runs 
roughly westward from Bannu. 

The expedition was successfully con- 
cluded late in January after one serious 
engagement, in which one British officer 
was killed and four British soldiers 
wounded during the advance up the valley. 
The expedition built a road at the rate of 
about one mile a day. 

Note.—In an earlier battle last year 
British forces engaged by tribesmen lost 
17 killed, including two British Majors, 
and 77 wounded.

INITIATIVE ON THE SEA 


Following their successes on the Guadalajara front, the 
Government yesterday took the initiative on the sea, the first time 
for many months, when their warships bombed port and military 
buildings on Iviza and Majorca—the two Balearic islands held by 


the insurgents. 


Meanwhile, the attack on land is being continued, and the latest 
success is the capture by Madrid troops of the village of Miralrio, on 
the secondary Guadalajara-Soria road, leaving the Government 
flank now protected for its main drive towards Siguenza. 


ADVANCES CLAIMED 


Further advances were also claimed yesterday in the battle in 
Southern Spain, around Pozoblanco, although these are denied by 
General Quiepo de Llano, who, broadcasting from Seville, says: 
‘* Pozoblanco is now completely encircled by the Nationalists. ’’ 


It was learned in London yesterday that the British naval 
authorities at Gibraltar have sent a protest ‘to the insurgents at 
Cadiz regarding the stopping of three British vessels—the Menin 
Ridge, the Stanholm and the Springwear. The protest asks for an 
explanation, and an assurance that there will be no recurrence of 


the incidents. 


THE STOPPED SHIPS 


It was stated that the Menin Ridge. 
bound from Barry, South Wales, to 
Oran, with a cargo of coal, was 
stopped by a Spanish insurgent 
trawler on the high seas on March 
23, atid the protest pointed out that 
by stopping the vessel and firing 1 
shot across her bows the trawler was 
exceeding her rights. Her powers 
were, according to international 
practice, restricted to interrogation 
by signals. 


CHARGE REFUTED 


In the case of the Stanholm the Spanish 
authorities at Algeciras notified the 
authorities at Gibraltar that this vessel 
was loaded with war material at Casa- 
blanca. The facts were immediately in- 
vestigated by the British Consul at 
Casablanca, and it was found that the 
charge was absolutely unjustified. 

The result of the investigation was noti- 
fied to the Spanish authorities, but in spite 
of this the Stanholm was stopped by the 
insurgent vessel, Commandante Dato, on 
March 23 on the high seas. She was later 
escorted by the insurgent vessel to 
Gibraltar. There again it was found that 
her papers and cargo were in perfect order. 
Meanwhile she had suffered a delay of 24 


hours. 
NO WAR MATERIAL 


In the case of the Springwear it was 
also alleged that she was carrying war 
material, and the British naval authori- 
ties diverted her to Gibraltar to investi- 
gate. She was completely unloaded, and 
it was found that she was carrying no war 
material of any description. She under-

GENERAL VON BLOMBERG. 


Commenting to-night on the choice of 
Field-Marshal von Blomberg to represent 
Herr Hitler, the official Nazi Angriff 
writes: “ The appointment will certainly 
be regarded in Great Britain as a special 
sign of the friendly attitude of Germany 
towards the British Empire. 


ANSWERING DOUBTS 


‘Germany is to be represented by her 
first soldier, after the leader, not only 
because that it is in accordance with her 
character as a strong world Power, but 
also because she wants to answer all those 
doubts about the peaceable intentions of 
German policy which have been put in the 
minds of the British people by the enemies 
of Germany. 

“Tt is, above all, the German armed 
forces who seek understanding with the 
British people, whom they learned to 
respect at the front during the war as a 
brave and soldierly nation,” 

Of the members of the delegation, Field- 
Marshal von Blomberg is the only one who 
speaks English fluently. He is 58, and 
was the first Minister of Defence under the 


Nazi régime. 
MARNE MEMORY 


Joining the Army at twenty, he took 
part in the Great War on almost all the 
fronts. As Chief General Staff Officer of 
a division at the critical point in the 
Battle of the Marne, Field-Marshal von 
Blomberg tried in vain to convince Army 
Headquarters that there was no necessity 
to order the fateful general retreat. 

Later he was directly concerned with the 
operations of the German Seventh Army 
in foiling the great French offensive on 
the Aisne. 

After the War Von Blomberg did most 
of the work in connection with building 
Germany’s new army. Succeeding General 
Schleicher as Commander-in-Chief in 1933, 
he set to work to “ Nazify’’ the army 
before Herr Hitler became Germany s 
‘* Jeader.”’ 


ADMIRAL SCHULZE 

Admiral Otto Schulze has been Com- 
mander of the North Sea Station since 
1933, having previously been Inspector of 
Naval Instructors. As Commander of a 
submarine he sank a British cruiser in 
1916 in the North Sea. He was subse- 
quently promoted and given the highest 
German war decoration. After the War 
he became Departmental Chief in Kiel, 
and later Commander of the battleship, 
Elsass. In 1925 he was promoted to the 
rank of Captain, and in 1931 to the rank 
of Admiral. 

Admiral Schulze is a good mixer, is fond 
of sailing, drives his own car, and is very 
fond of horse riding. 


GENERAL STUMPFF 

Major-General Hans Uergen Stumpff is 
the Chief of the Staff Department of the 
Air Ministry, and was appointed to his 
present rank in April last year. He was 
wounded by the British at the beginning 
of the War during the battle of Mons. 
In 1935 he was the leader of the German 
delegation to the Royal Air Force display 
at Hendon. During the Great War he 
fought on many fronts, and by the end had 
become General Staff Officer in the 
Supreme Army Command.

HE position in connection with the major industrial disputes in Dubliu 


improved somewhat yesterday. 


Negotiations were opened, under the auspices of the Department of 
Industry and Commerce, between representatives of the Saorstat Federa.- 
tion of Building Trades Employers and the negotiating committee of the 
Building Trades Group in the Dublin Trades Union Council. 


An offer of a tentative nature was made to the workers with a view 
to averting the stoppage which is due to begin to-morrow morning. 


The details of this offer have not yet 
been disclosed, but it is understood that 
the proposals would not eliminate discus- 
sions on any point in the workers’ claim. 

These discussions will begin on Monday 
next if the stoppage is averted. 

The building trades workers’ negotiat- 
ing and advisory committees will meet in 
conference this morning at 11 o’clock at 
47 Parnell square to consider the offer. 

Last night meetings of the members of 
the Amalgamated Society of Woodworkers 
and of the Ancient Guild of Incorporated 
Brick and Stonelayers were held in the 
Mansion House and.the Bricklayers’ Hall, 
Cuffe street, respectively. , 

The men discussed the position, but these 
discussions give little indication of the 
general verdict in the industry. The men 
assembled represented 3,400 out of about 
11,600 who would be affected by a general 
stoppage. 

There are hopes, however, that such a 
stoppage will be avoided, but at the same 
time there are indications that certain 
grades of workers are likely to adhere’ to 
their original strike notices. This would 
probably cause a stoppage on the part 
of certain trades, the extent of which 
cannot yet be gauged. 

Representatives of both parties were re- 
luctant to discuss the situation last night. 

The strike of 600 Dublin cross-Channel 
dockers may also be avoided. Arrange- 
ments were made yesterday for a meeting 
between the cross-Channel shipping firms 
and the four unions involved on Friday 
next. Representatives of the Dublin 
Trades Union Council will also attend the 
conference. 

Further negotiations in connection with 
the printing trade dispute may take place 
to-day, The first batch of women workers 
are due to cease work as from this evening. 
The others will withdraw their labour at 
the end of their working week. 

Yesterday representatives of the em- 
ployers and the men’s union met to discuss 
the effects of such a stoppage. Many male 
workers will be laid off, but where possible 
the services of the men will be retained 
by the commercial printers concerned.

Prices for wheat futures on the Liverpool 
Corn Exchange yesterday reached 10s, 2jd. 
per cental, the highest value for nine years;

dropped to 9s. 1ljd. for July futures. ‘he 
recent advance im the price of wheat futures

the last month—is due to large purchases by 
the Continent, chiefly Italy snd Germany, to 
the anticipated move of the Argentine Go- 
vernment in restricting exports from the end 
of April m order to conserve a — Sah «ae 
co vent upon recent very heavy shipments, 
mae to the small supplies ia Canada as 
compared with the burdensome surplus oí a 
few years ago. 

Interviewed on the prospects of a further 
rise in prices, a Liverpool wheat importer 
said that grain importers were expecting a 
tight situation to develop towards the end 
of the present cereal year, July to September, 
unless it was to some extent relieved by 
ood European crops, favourable weather for 
arvesting, and a good North American crop, 
after the crop failures of the last three years. 
“Should the Canadian and North American 
crops turn out as they have done for the last 

years, & very critical situation might 
arise towards the end of the year” He 
added—‘‘On present estimates the crop will 
be a third as muca again as last year, but 
anything can happen between now and July. 
Should Canada and North America experience 
another drought, and the crop fail, prices 
might rise to lls. per cental, but it is impos- 
sible to forecast this, as the rise might be dis- 
counted by decreased buying and consumption, 
and also by the less important wheat-producing 
countries scraping together all the wheat they 
posstbly can.’

A letter from the Duchess of Bedford, from 
Woburn Abbey, to Mr. John Grierson, author 
of a book on the Arctic air route, “ High 
Adventure,” was written on January 21. It 
had been thought that the letter was the 
last written by the Duchess before she set 
out on the solo flight, from which she never 
returned. i 

It contained a dramatic account, oí the 
Duchess’s adventures on sea and land. and 
concluded with a reference to the experiences 
and mental turmoil of a pilot flying solo. 

Mr. John Grierson said yesterday that he 
had been travelling about the country for over 
two months, and the letter had been fol- 
lowing him until three days after the Duchess 
had been reported missing. 

“I met the Duchess of Bedford on several 
occasions,” he said, ‘‘ but she had only one 
real flying friend, in whom she confided, and 
that was her pilot. It is probable that she 
had read my ‘ High Adventure,’ and thought 
it would be of interest to me to read of her 
adventures.” “á 


the letter, the Duchess described 


numerous adventures she had had almost 
from the start of her flying career. She 
mentioned her interest in books on Arctic 
exploration, her associations with Polar ex- 
plorers and flights she had made to India 
and the Cape. 

‘Then, little thrills that I have had, have 
enabled me at least to appreciate to a great 
extent what your uncomfortable moments 
have meant for you,’’ she wrote. 

“I only tell you all this,” she added, “' to 
show that I could appreciate your book, and 
though the prolonged anxiety in a solo flight 
must be a thousand times worse—and I had 
no responsibility—still, when either is faced 
with the probability of an early demise, then 
one can sympathise with the other, especially 
when it is all so honestly related by one of 
the parties.” i 

In 1931 Mr. Grierson flew solo from Karachi 
to Lympne in four and a-half days in a second- 


‘plane. He was one of the few fliers 


who penetrated the complete Arctic area, and 
in 1935 made a flight over the region, but 
crashed in Iceland. Returning in 1934 he 
flew by way of the Faroe Islands and Ice 
land, and covered the whole of the Arctic, 
stage by stage, across Greenland.

VIOLET CULTURE. i 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly] 
drish Times, the Garden Correspondent 
Bays :'— 


To attain success with violets, they may be 
grown on a partly-shaded border under 
an east wall, where we have found them 
to do satisfactorily and resist the attacks 
of red spider, as this pest is seldom 
found on plants in the shade. Now is a 
good time to prepare the soil if not 
already done. If the ground is r or 
weak in organic matter it should get a 
good dressing of decayed cow manure, 
evenly spread over the surface and well 
dug in, turning up the soil roughly, 
especially if heavy or saturated with wet, 
for the pulverising action of the atmo-. 
sphere. Earls in April the stock plants 
will be benefited by placing some good 
compost around them, for the prodostion 
of well-rooted runners, by the time for 
planting. The first week 4 in May is a 
good time for planting the voung stock to! 
secure strong, well- established plants
